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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 36-62 allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 36-62 are directed to high-strength aluminum alloys as defined in the 

instant claims. The closest prior art of record is JP 2002-1 61 323 to Shoji et al as set 
forth in the office action mailed 2/08/201 1 . At least one way independent claim 36 (from 
which claims 37-50 depend) differs from Shoji is that Shoji requires more copper than 
independent claim 36. At least one way independent claims 51 and 54 (from which 
claims 52, 53, and 55-62 depend) differ from Shoji is that Shoji requires less 
manganese than independent claims 51 and 54. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
